Palm Beach County this week, 
gained another chapter in its, fast- 
growing recognition as a leading 
county in the state and for the 
efforts being put forth by the Coun- 
ty Commission, to promote agricul- 
ture, tourism and.industry. 

In a lead story in the Florida 
Municipal Record for October, the 
convention issue for the Florida 
Legaue of Municipalities which 


. met this week in West Palm Beach 


for its annual meeting, the maga- 
zine noted that Palm Beach County 
Reflects State Growth and Pros- 
perity — and went on to say— 

Palm Beach County has gained 
wide spread fame throughout the 
world in many fields. To review the 
history of this section is much the 
same as writing a serial—each in- 
stallment complete within itself; 
each phase an important part of 
the events and developments which 
has måde the county a leader since 
the very day back in the early 
1900's when a group of residents 
voted to slice the mighty Dade 
County in pieces and form & county 
of their own. 4 

Their choice was Palm Beach 
County and down through the years 
this area has contributed greatly 
to the development of South Flor- 
ida. 

The county can look back to the 
days when it became a leader in 
the tourist industry; to days when 
vegetable 
production to later days when cat- 
tle raising and the dairy business 
brought added importance to the 
area and the present, with national 
industry giving its approving nod 
to the county as highly suitah!e 
locale for building new plants. 

Today its bonded debt is well 
controlled by adequate securities. 
Its tax system is not a gouging 
monster and its governmental ad- 
ministration is a pattern of wise 
judgment and considered decisions 
based on sgund business practices 
and sensible economy. 

Years ago when Palm Beach 
County was in its infancy, Henry 
Flagler picked this area as his 
winter home. He built railroads, 
hotels, business districts and enter- 
tainment facilities. He brought his 
friends and their friends here to 
enjoy winter vacations. 

This was the start of this coun- 
ty’s fame as a winter resort area. 
‘The type of luxury living introduc- 
ed by Flagler created a need for 
workers who could give the service 
which the visitors demanded. This 
meant the start of new commun- 
ities, an influx of builders, archi- 
tects, businessmen and others. 

This phase of Palm Beach Coun- 
ty history has continued to exist 
throughout its history. The area 
today is still recognized as one of 
Florida's most famous resort areas. 
Here as in other parts of Florida, 
summer vacations are becoming an 
economic mainstay. 

As more people visited Palm 
Beach County, they saw even 
greater potential than beaches and 
sunshine They were looking toward 
the vast Everglades sectidn—then 
swampy and undeveloped—but fer- 
tile enough to grow fortunes. 

These pioneers build roads, de- 
veloped’ drainage systems and 
planted vegetables in the rich Ever- 
glades mucklands. Their return was 
tremendous. Today, as for scores 
of years, Palm Beach County's 
Glades section is recognized as the 
vegetable bowl of the nation—an 
area where thousands of truck 
loads of all types of vegetables are 
grown every year. These are crops 
harvested and marketed when 
fields further north are frostbitten 
and unproductive.
